IIIm Ihiiii' uih'n licit ii'Mi iHMPii a

Htatute booltH, althonmli he was a 
Rreat inventor, a diplomat, a states- 
man, a wit, a philosopher, a snye, 

Franklin ht^jran liis life out in the 
world as a printer, ami the pnpei he 
eHtHblished at Philadelphia is still 
piil)lished regularly — the Safiirddi/ 
Etfening Post, lie bei;an his in- 
dependent career in Philadelphia, 
whither he had t^ono from IJoston, 
his native town. 

Franklin was honest, lemi)(>rale, 
studioti.s antl observing, and it w«s 
upon these four cornerstones that 
Ids fume is founded. On these he 
bailt a character that won for him 
a reputation lor wisilom unexcelled 
in his day and equalled by few in 
any ajje. IFo was an investij-'alor 
and experimenter, and many of IIk^ 
convenititices and comforts and mat- 
ter of fact lliliiRsof our day, not only 
in the industrial side of our life, but 
in the philosophical, politiejil and 
liumanitariiin lines, owe IheiroriKio 
to him. It has been s.iid that, of 
iconrsfl, to Washititfton belon>;s the 
honor of V)eii)p: " First in war, llrst 
Sn peace and first in the hearts of 
hifl countrymen," but that in every- 
<hin>j else n«njrtmin Franklin was 
first. And IIiIh sayinjr is illustrat,- 
«d by tho Search-Light in tliirty- 
nlne statements of tilings in whicli 
lie was flist. 

1. II(( was the flr.st of our not- 
able "self-made" men to rise from 
poverty and obscutify to wealth, 
honor and dignity. 

2. lie was the first to found a 
literary newspaper in America, the 
flrHt editor as distinKoislied from 
the newsjjatherer. 

3. He was the first to start a 
general or tlepnrtment slore, where 
eveiythiiif? from stationary to 
groceries, clothing, medicine, etc., 
imiKht be bought. 

4 lie was tht^ first, it is saiil, to 
«tHi{ display advertising in the 
newspaper — but tids is open to 
ignfwtion. 

fi lie was the fltst to illustrate 
a newspaper. This was a rnde cut 
to illustrate the siege of liouisbiirg. 



C. lie was the first to found a 
literary club in America — in his 
famous society, the .Tunto. 

7. He was the first to establish a 
sul'sciiption liliiary ; not only in 
Amerieii, but, it is said, in the world. 

8 He was tlii» first to estaliNh a 
hinh school, or acMd<>mv, in Phila- 
delphia. This, in 1779, was named 
tliM University of Pennsylvania, 
and is now the great institution 
nndei that title. 

9. He WHS ih(* first to found a 
hospital in I'liiladeiphia. This is 
now the greal I'ennsylvania Hos 
pital, still standing on its original 
sitt* and one of the nmst extensive 
and well conducted hospitals in 
Cliristendom. 

10. He was the first to found a 
philosophit^al sotdety in this conn- 
try. This still exists as the famous 
American Philosophical So(Met3\ 
wliich deals with all qui'Stions alilie 
of science and philosophy. 

11. He was ihe fiist to start a fire 
(iompany in Phiiadidphia — on Ihe 
plan of the fire company in Boston. 
Of tills, Hie Union Fire Co., I:e was 
member lor fifty years. 

12 He was the first to have tlio 
streets of Philadelphia paved, 
beginning with muddy ground 
around the street market. 

13. He was tlie first to have the 
siret'lsof Philailelpliiaswepi, lK<f;in- 
ning with the stieet l)efore his own 
door and that of his neighbors. 

14 He was the first, as Hrilisl 
Postmaster-Oeneral of America, to 
make the postal service yield a 
profit. 

15. Ho was the first Postmaster- 
General of the United Colonies, in 
1776, and later of the United 
Stales, when he sketched the [)lan 
upon which the post-office of the 
country has since been conducted. 

10. He WHS the first to limit tiie 
waste of find in the old firi'place t)y 
invcntinfj the E<^'anklin stove, still 
in use in some wood-burning sec- 
tions of tliis country. 

17. He was the first to invent a 
stove which would consume its own 
smoke and so get rid of the old 
evil of smoky chimneys. Invented 
in 1770, the principle was first 
lirought into general use about 1840 
in the gr(>at Kntrlish factories 

18. He was Ihe first to prove l>y 
his celebrate*! kite expeiiment, 
that.lighlning i.s an electrical pheno- 
menon, due to the electricity of 
the clouds. 

19. He was first to erect a light- 
ninjc rod ii.sed — In his house to ring 
bell when the air was electrified — 
and to suugesi that houses and 
vesstds could 1)0 protected from 
lighntning l)y such rods. 

30. He was the first to suugest 
the one-fluid theory of electiicity 
instead of the two flwid theory for- 
merly pievailing. 

21. He was the first to discover 
the poisonous character of the air 
breathed out from the lungs. 

22. He was Ihe first to write 
effectively on need and method of 
ventilati(m. 

2'.i. He was the first to discover 
that the (julf tSireaiu is warmer 
than the surrounding ocean, to 
infer that this was due to its 
trojiical origin, and to argue that 
its source was the trade winds. 

24. He was first to note that the 
(julf Stream is not phosphoroscent. 

26. He was the first to discover 
that northeast storms begin in tho 
southwest and diminish in violence 
as I hey progress. 'I'hns the science 
of inoteorolouy and weather obser- 
vation in America began with him. 

2(5 He was first to introduce into 
America the common and useful 
yellow willow — if wo may accept tlio 
tradition that a basket whicli had 
ht^ld som(» foreign commodity was 
thrown into a eieek and whs seen 
by Franklin to be putting foith 
spiouts. Some of these he planted 
where the Philadelphia Custom 
House now stands They took root 
au'l grew into Ihe yellow willow. 

27. He was the first to introduce 
plaster of Palis on American tarins 
as H fertilizer. This is also tra 
ilitional. 1'he story is that Frank- 
lin, to convince the Pennsylvania 
farmers of the value of plaster, 
wrote in largo letters with it in a 
field adjoinini: tlie hiiih road, "This 
has lieen plastered." The white 
letters soon vanislied, Initr liright 
green letters, in luxuriantly Brew- 
ing grass, took their place. It was 
an illuminated object lesson ftir 
passing farmers. 

28. H(< was th<> first to prove 
that difTercnl colors absorb the sun's 



heat at different quantities, and 
black more than any colors. This 
was shown l>y laying cloth of differ- 
ent colors upon the snow and noting 
how deep each piece sank as it was 
wai med liy the sunlight. The white 
cloth did not sink at all. Hesaid: 
"May we not learn from this that 
black clothes are not so fit to wear 
in a lioi sunny climate or season as 
white ones?" 

29 Ho was the first Ameri(!hn 
scientist to be recognized and htmor- 
ed in Europe, where he was looked 
upon as one of the first scientists of 
the age. 

30. He was the first American 
writer to gain recojjnitiou in the 
world ot literature, his autobio- 
urapliy beinn still widely read and 
regarded as a classic. 

31. He was tho first American 
humorist. He was filled with the 
love of fun and his writings are full 
of merry sayin^sand amusing anec- 
dotes or paraliles. His epitaph, 
vviitten by himself, is a humorous 
production. Ii has been said that 
he was not asked to write the De- 
claiation of Independence for fear 
that ho might inject some witticism 
into its most serious parts. In sign 
ing it he could not resist the incli- 
iialion|io jest. When John Hancock 
ssid, "Now we must be unanimous; 
there must be no pulling different 
ways; vve must all hang together," 
Franklin made the witty reply, 
"Yes, we mu.st indeed hang to- 
uather, or, we shall all hang 
sejiarately." 

32. lie was the first to issue a 
humorous periodical, this beint; his 
"Poor Richard's Almanac," the 
earliest iind the most popular comic 
almanac ever issued. Its prover- 
bial philosophy made it a treatise 
on economics, but It teemed with 
humor throughout. 

33. He was the first to offer a 
plan for the union of colonies. Tills 
was at the Albany convention of 
1754. His plan was emiiellished by 
an allegorical woodcut, a piotare of 
a snake cut Into as many pieces as 
th"ie were colonies, with the motto 
beneath, "Join or Die." This plan 
was accepteti by the convention. 

34. He was tho first, after the 
first blow of the Revolution was 
Hiiuck in 1775, to offer again a 
plan for the union of the colonies. 
In this plan Franklin included 
Canada, Florida, the Uritish West 
Indies, and even Ireland. It was 
not a<Iopted. 

35. He was the first, in his cele- 
brated examination before Parlia- 
ment, to tell the British lawmaker 
the plain truth about America. 

36. He was the flist ambassador 
from the United States, being the 
first choice of Congress for an im- 
posing embassy to be sent to France. 
Tlie two others elected wi>ri> Jef- 
feison and Deane. 

37. He was the first lo a make 
foreign treaty of alliance, t)y which 
he obtained France as an ally of 
the United States in the Revolution. 

38. He Wis the first to come to 
the aid of John Paul Jones when 
peeking the fleet with which he 
fought the "Serapis. " 

39. He was the first to begin 
negotiations for a treaty of peace 
with England, and was a leading 
spirit in the commission that finally 
made the treaty.

" Deaf Mute" Spoke Fluently. 

In the arrest of Edward C. Lewis, 
who gives his address a<i .Middle 
town. N. Y. , the Passaic police are 
inclined to believe that they have 
captured a clever " operator," and 
allhongh there is nothing made 
public at present to actually confirm 
this report, the fact that Lewis 
made a brave attempt to deceive 
the public, the police and even the 
court leads to the belief that he is 
a " fakir" in the extreme. 

About 5 o'clock last niKlit Chief 
Hendry received a telephone mee 
sage that a man was solicitinir alms 
in the upper section of the city and 
that he was displaying a letter 
which was supposed to have been 
signed by a chaplain in the United 
States Navy. The letter explained 
that Lewis was a Christian young 
man, he had lieen injured while in 
army service and was seeking aid 
to reach his aged mother. It men 
tioned the fact that he was deaf and 
dumb as a result of his accident. 

Detective Sergeants Turner and 
Crawbuek were detailed to the case 
and soon apprehended Lewis. On 
his arrival at headquarters he mo- 
tioned with his fingers and gave 
evidence that he could neither he«r 
nor talk. The officers placed him 
in a cell over night, but not until 
Detective Sersreant Turner had 
ust«d a clever ruse which was the 
real reason that the man's story of 
lieing deaf and du'v'' •»••■< not 
credited. 

Just as he was about lo ue placed 
in acell, Detective Turner, who was 
standing near him remarked: 

"There's a bed bug c n vour col- 
lai." 

Lewis turned his heail quickly, as 
though to look for himself, but 
evidently realized that the remark 
was a ruse and did not speak. 

In court this morning he wrote 
answers on paper saying that he 
could not speak, but the police were 
indinetJ to believe that he was 
"faking" and summoneil a young 
man with a knowledge of the deaf 
and dumb language. Lewis man- 
aged to converse with him throujjii 
sitfns for a time, but as the young 
nian.s knowledge was limited it 
could not be proven that Lewis was 
not deal and dumb. Later the 
man's mother Was summoned, and 
she being adept in the languajie 
soon found out that Lewis knew 
only a few of the sijina. 

In the meantime the court had 
sentenced Lewis to ninety days in 
the County Jail, but when he was 
confronted by the woman he simply 
gave himself away by admitting in 
good English that he was not deaf 
and <luiiib. He was again taken up 
to court and the sentence was ex- 
tended to six moiitlis. 

The letter which Lewis presented 
was cleverly written and a note at 
the bottom of the letter explained 
that it was only a copy, as the 
original h.>id been .soiled and ruined 
V>y <" hainlling. That the 

man ^ \(>r in this respect ami 

made considerable money Is not 
doubted l»y the police and they are 
making a tlioioujjh investigation in- 
to his pasU — Possntc News, Feb. *.

Impostor Gets 63 Days on 
Rock Pile. 
Sunday, February 4th, a subur- 
ban resident phoned the Seattle 
Police Department that a man claim- 
ing to \x. deaf and dumb, was begging 
from hou.se to house. An ofiScer of 
the bicycle squad, responded and 
soon had the man in the city jail. 
On Monday, the police phoned Mr. 
Hanson to come and see if he was 
really deaf. A brief examination 
showed that he was an impostor, 
but he would not admit it. The 
judge continued the case till Wednes- 
day aud various efforts were made 
to admit his deceit, but he was 
game and resisted all efiForts to trap 
him. 

He gave the name of Roy Thomp- 
son; home, San F'rancisco; age, 22; 
height, 5 ft. 6 in., slender build; 
brown, straight hair; well dressed; 
pleasant manner; well educated. 
He had a paper claiming that he 
lost hearing and speech a year ago 
from brain fever; his parents were 
dead; no relatives; asked money to 
obtain an education that he might 
be self-supporting, and asking 
people to sign name with amount 
given. He had collected over $6, 
in amounts from a dollar to a dime. 

He wras asked to name some 
people who could vouch for his deaf- 
ness; but refused, saying he would 
prove his case after he was released, 
not before. 

Wednesday he was again brought 
into court and the Judge a.sked him 
to give names and addre.s.ses of per- 
sons who could vouch for his deaf- 
ness and the case was continued till 
Thursday, He gave the names of 
some San Francisco pceple. The 
police in San Francisco were request- 
ed to look up his references and 
wire reply. Before a reply was re- 
ceived, however, evidently realizing 
that the game was up, he suddenly 
regained his speech and hearing. 

Both the Judge and prosecutor 
were inclined to believe that he was 
deaf, and the Judge is reported to 
have said on Wednesday that if 
proof to contrary was not furnished 
by Thursday he could let him go. 
His own admission settled the mat- 
ter, and the court promptly imjwsed 
the maximium prenalty under va- 
grancy law, by imjxising a fine of 
$roo and 30 days on the rock pile 
In lieu of the fine the rock pile will 
have the benefit of his services for 
33 additional days, making bis term 
63 days breaking rock. 

The various reports that have ap- 
peared in the deaf press lately con- 
cerning im^wstors were of great help 
in inducing the court to continue the 
ca.se twice, and this is what prevent- 
ed a miscarriage of justice, as he 
would probably have got off with a 
light sentence for begging, if the 
fraud had not been conclusively 
proven. 

An oppwrtunity was given to acer- 
tain the effect of publishing a warn 
ing in the Detective, as propo.scd by 
Mr. Howard, Inquiry as to whe-

None of those concerned in the arrest 
or conviction of this impostor had 
.seen the Detective, except the copy I 
showed them. The article publish- 
ed in the January Detective is an ex- 
cellent statement of the ca.se, and 
with a few actual cases briefly 
mentioned, would make an excellent 
campaign document in the war on 
impostors. To print and distribute 
these circulars, however, will take 
quite a little money. Therefore 
come and join the N. A. D. Send 
$r,ootoS.

The need of legislation covering 
this class of criminals is clearly 
shown, as the vagrancy law was the 
most that could be brought to bear 
in this case. 

In any legislation of this kind it 
should be made a fundamental pro- 
vision that the oflFender should be 
required to prove by reference to 
responsible parties that he is what 
he claims to be. Police officers and 
judges cannot be expected to spend 
much time on such cases ; and with 
a game fellow like this one, it is 
quite difficult to prove that he is 
shamming, to say nothing of the time 
and trouble necessary to do it. On 
the other hand, if he is really deaf 
it should Ije a very simple matter for 
him to prove it. 

There appears to be a gang of 
the.se fellows at work, as several 
have been reported in this section 
within the last two months,

A Chance Tor (be Meal. 

From the MinneapoUg Journal, Feb. 16. 
I read with interest a few days 
ago an article in your paper by A. 
R, SpcHr, setting forth a plan to 
"stablish a state einploymf'nt burfaii 
for the deaf and dumb people. 
Such a step is indeed much in lin*- 
with things that should be done for 
Ihe deaf. But with such a bureau 
eHtablishfd, we have at the same 
lime many other problems. 

The deaf man is like a ship with- 
out an anchor; he is tossed hither 
and thither by all the forces of 
competition in the labor world, not 
l>ecMUse he is deaf, but because our 
system of work methods, with its 
wireless telegrapJi, telephone type- 
writer and labor laws. Is so con- 
structed that employers are shy of 
providing a deaf man a position for 
ff'ar of damage suits that may 
follow personal or mech.inical in- 
jiiiies. Labor unions will admit the 
ilcaf on Ihe same grounds as lo any 
other piTHon, but the deaf person 
is naturally Ihe last r>ne to be called 
on to fill places of skilletl labor. 
The deaf boy who i.s fortunate 
enough to be ••ducated at the school 
in Faribault bus at the start only 
a small advantage by learning a 
trnde. He has more than one han- 
dicap to contend with. He may 
If-arn a trade and become quite 
pxpert for a time, but his energy 
and application will never compete 
with skilled labor under laws enact- 
ed lo govern mills, railroads and 
factories ; and on the other hand 
this same skill will not command 
the same wages in the labor market. 
Many of Ihe deaf people think 
the public looks at them with pre- 
judice, and because of this fact 
turns them down when asking for 
employment. All of our younj.' 
deaf people are taught high ideals 
as to their deportment in life, and 
also in the arts, trades and studies; 
they have shown as much skill as 
their more fortunate brothers and 
sisters, and because of their deaf- 
ness have shown more ambition 
than any class of people. The 
|)ul>lic prejudice is what they strive 
to overcome. 

Let UH look the deaf-mute as a 
man without an oar, a miner without 
a pick or shovel. If this deaf man 
has an oar, a pick and a shovel, he 
can work out his own salvation. 

The Slate of ,^^illnesota and the 
philanthropist should giv(3 the deaf 
man a lioost in Ihe form of a few 
Hcres of land, n team of horses and 
farm implements and seed for the 
first year. 

Let the land be selected accord- 
ing to inclination, but take a chat- 
tel morijjage on his first set of 
horses, plows, etc , and then see If 
ambilioM, pluck, and energy will 
not iu a reasonable time pay off 
the chattel mortgage. The land 
would belong to the deaf. The 
farm nud stock would be his to 
continue his existence, and the 
money which he hamled back to his 
lienefactors could be sent out again 
on a like mission of philanthropy, 
William H. cowlkh.

Establishment of a bureau in Min- 
nesota to study tho question of em- 
ployment for the deaf and to assist 
<leHf-miilo8 in obtaining work at 
which they may earn a livelihood 
has become more thau a possibility. 
Correspondence on the subject be- 
IwoonA. R. Spear, 420-428 Third 
Street, N. Rlinneapolis, and W. F. 
Honk, state labor commissioner, St. 
Paul, made public to-day, indicates 
that tho state bureau of labor, in- 
dustries and commerce, is willing lo 
use ail its infiiionco to obtain the 
nocossaiy legislation for Iho institu- 
tion of such a buroaii rlivisinn and 
will take up tho work when the 
division is created. Rlr. Spear ssid 
ho would present tho malior to the 
next legislature. Mr. Honk also is 
of Iho opinion that tho study of em- 
ployment lor tho blind and Ihe 
obtaining of work for the blind 
should bo included iu the work of 
Ihe proposed bureau. 

" I have always taken a keen in- 
t(>rest in tho welfaie of tho deaf, " 
said Mr. Sjiear today, " and some 
lime aco B B. Slioffiidd, president 
of tho board of directors of tho state 
.school for tho doaf, suggested to lue 
that an agency should be established 
that would devote its litn(« lo the 
study of the question of laiior for 
the deaf and to assisting them. 

"Tho same sugirosihm was made 
by the Jnurnal. It appeared to me 
IhHt tho department of labor might 
lake up this work to advantage and 
I suggested the matter to Commis- 
sioner Houk." 

Mr. Spear said ho believed such a 
bureau, If established, should: 

Mnko a thorough study of the 
question of lalior among Iho deaf. 

Find out what linos of work they 
can take up to best advantage. 

Dolormino which occupations af- 
ford tho widest opportunities for 
them. 

Acquaint tho business men with 
tho compotoncy of deaf persons. 

Assist the deaf in many other 
ways, 

"The agency could co-operate 
wilh the stale school at Falrbault, " 
said Ml. Spear, "and if the indus- 
trial training an<l general education 
given pupils at tho school were 
found lacking, or not up to the 
standard requirod to meet actual 
conditions of life, recommoiKlatlons 
for changes and improvements 
could bo made, I hope to present 
the inattei at tho next session of tho 
leglsliitiiro and trust the bureau 
may ho established, " 

In his letter to Commibsioner 
Honk Mr, Spear said in part: 

"It has been sugnestod to me 
that there should bo such a depart- 
ment, a bureau lo make a specially 
of looking after 11)0 labor Inloiests 
of the (loaf, and there is. It seems to 
me, necessity for It, 

" I boK to ask you if such a 
division could not be established in 
your office and under your super- 
vision, to be In charge of a deaf 
man who understands the situations 
as relative to tho deaf? 

"To establish such department it 
would probably require some IorIs- 
lation nud a small appropriation to 
carry It on, but I believe tho groat 
benoflls that would bo derived would 
fully justify tho woik." 

Inliisre|)ly Commissiouer Ilouk 
said in part : 

"1 beg to advise you that such a 
department unquestionably would 
bo of uroat benefit to tho deaf and 
dumb, l)Ut if such a bureau ware 
ostHblished it should also include the 
1)1 ind and the state school at Owa- 
lonna, 

"The bureau of labor could fake 
up this work if such a bureau 
Mhould bo oHtHblished. 

"The bureau of laftor would bo 
tjlad to bo of assistance in securing 
tho nec(<ssary legislation for llie 
oslablishmoht of a division along 
I hose lines"— MmneapoJia Journal, 
Feb. 9, J91S.

On tlie 
whole Ihe Bishop's aildress was most 
happy, hearty, and enconrairing 
He let it be known that the realiza 
lion of a n"W church building for 
All Souls' is close at hand The 
news was greet(>d with applause. 

The Rev. Simon C. Hill, Ihe ven 
erable Secretary of the Commission 
on Cliurch Work Among Ihe Deaf, 
spoke next, .saying that Ihe Bishop 
had robbed him of the pleasure of 
giving the irood news about the new 
church. (The Bishop laughed at 
this remark.) Mr. Hill then spoke 
of visions and was most eloquent. 
In closing he complimented the deaf 
on the success of their labors, both 
for the church and in maintaining 
a Home for their Aged and Infirm 
brothers and sisters in affliction. 

Dr. A. L. E. Crouier followed, 
coimralubuing and felicitating the 
di«af on tlie happy outcome of their 
labors foi a new cliurch. They had 
done so well that they ileserved Ihe 
end desired, and he believed that 
plenty of support was coming from 
the outside now.

Rev. Mann's un- 
selfish labors for the deaf merits re- 
cognition from those in whose be- 
half his life was spent.

CELESTIAL WONDERS EXPI^AINED. 

Again were the wonders of the 
heavens unfolded before us when 
Prof. Baunigardt, the celebrated 
lecturer on astronomy, paid us a 
visit Thursday evening. Prof. 
Baunigardt <vas here last year and 
gave a very interesting, to say no- 
thing of instructive, lecture on 
" The Stars." 

This yeai the Professor reviewed 
his last discourse, and presented 
many new subjects. He was as- 
sisted by the stereopticon, and the 
pictures thrown on the screen were 
among the most rare and perfect 
specimens ol celestial photr)grapliy 
At seven-thirty the pupils were 
all seated in the chapel, which had 
been darkened. In addition to the 
boys and girls there were many 
teachers and memtjers of the house 
staff who came to bear what the 
professor had to say. 

The introduction and first few 
remarks were made by Principal 
<''nrrier, bnt when the lecture 
r began Prof. Thomnwm took 
tee. Mr. Thomasoii interpret- 
ed throughout the evening. The 
chapel was in absolute darkness, 
except for the spot-light which was 
directed towards Mr. Thomason. 
This was a great improvement 
over last year, when Mr. LaCrosse 
had to stand on a chair directly 
beneath the only gas-light left 
burning in order to interpret. 

Professor Baumgardt began by 
showing some of the instruments 
used in scanning the heavens, 
describing the use of each. The 
lantern slides he used during the 
evening were marvelously clear, 
and sometimes were so plain that 
worfls were unnecessary to describe 
their import. 

Speaking of the moon and its 
■, ,Mr. Baumgardt, 
rn slides, showed 
the various f(jatures of that great 
bo<ly. Wliat looked like a lot of 
lumps he explained were the •'xtinct 
craters of volcanic mountains, 
while the large depressions were 
old ocean beds, the absence of any 
wster proving there is no such 
lOon. 
the stars, singly 
and collectively photographed. 
Those of exceptional intere.Mt the 
Professor detailed at length. This 
year he again presented his photo- 
graphs of the " Milky Way," but 
they were better than the last time.. 
The same held true of the total 
eclipse of the sun by the moon 
I.^.sl year there was only one plate 
showing the actual event. Thurs- 
day in addition to the original, 
there were three more on the same 
subject.

Speaking of slavery, the Professor 
said that, generally, the negroes In 
those times were well cared for. Of 
cou'-se there were exceptional 
cases where cruelty predominated 
but they were not the rule. Nowa- 
days the colored people are crowded 
together in wretched hovels, where 
their poverty drives them to seek 
lodgings Gradually, however, 

their condition is improving, 
through the efforts of the public- 
spirited people. 

The Professor said much about 
the growth of the South from the 
time when the War came to an end. 
He mixed humor and anecdote with 
fact and figure, and thus relieved 
many of the statistical parts of their 
prosaicness. He received three 
rounds of applause and a vote of 
thanks when he concluded at 8:45.

of Amsu dam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church editiceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr, Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the charch 
with which his name uas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken, St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the ^deaf- motes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front aud twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the
